Navy in January, 1966, and had made a threat against the 
life of the Secretary of the Navy, He had indicated t hat he 
would take his grievance to t he Pres ident. I I advised 

the MP's that if apprehended, |~ [ should be taken to the 
psychiatric ward at the Grea t Lattes Naval Hospital in Great 
Lakes, Illinois. I I Is not affiliated with the FBI 

in Milwaukee, nor is he associated with the United States 
Attorney's Office in this area. 


According to the FBI in Chicago,! |is believed identical 

with a chronic AlfOL seaman who received a navy discharge. 

This seaman is identified as a Negro male, approximately 
20 years of age, 5*10” in height, weighing 130 pounds, and 
a resident of the west side of Chicago. 
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On April 26, 1966. 1 ~1 79th Il.P. 

Detachment, MiIwaukee, Wisconsin, advised as follows:
